I note that one of the legislators. 
Rep. J. A. Womack of Ouachita 
county, has a definite proposal to 
improve Arkansas' absurd salary 
schedule. 


Womack will introduce a pro- 


posed 
constilulional 
amendment 


which, if it gets the legislature's 
blessing, will then be referred to 
the people for a direct vote in 
the following general election. The 


. proposed 
salary 
increases, 
of 


'course, would be two years away 
at best. 


The Womack proposal is this:^ 
To raise the governor's salary 


from $10,000 to $18,000 a year, and 
to increase representatives' 
and 


senators' pay from the present 
$1,200 for each two-year period to 
$2,400, plus an allowance of $20 a 
day for expenses during the time 
the General Assembly is actually 


i-|fn session. 
**• Furthermore, 
t h e 
proposed 


amendment would advance the 
governor's inauguration day from 
January to November, shortly after 
the general election, but would 
leave the convening dale of the 
General Assembly unchanged,' giv- 
ing the incoming governor time 
to set up his official family before 
legislative sparring begins. 


Of primary interest to the volers, 


v 
yjjiowevur, is the proposed salary 


schedule. There are warning sig- 
nals all over America telling us 
that if wo don't want to see our 
country degenerate into a single 
centralized state we've got to brace 
up the basic structure of the 48 
commonwealths. 


You can't expect good govern- 


ment .without good men to run it, 
and that requires a fair salary 
schedule. Some of our state govern- 


(Jjjmcnls are 
badly hurt 
because, 


either through negligence or stupid- 
ity, their salary figures marks pub- 
lic folks as Forgotten Men. The 
same threat hangs over the feder- 
al government, where, however, 
the greater 
prestige 
persuades 


men to sacrifice a living wage just 
for the name of the office. 


But it's not democratic. Whether 


the scene is Washington or Little 
Rock, the well-fixed man has a 


advantage,qyet,-, the, 


pooi1 bby'."The one can. afford* to 
make the sacrifice — the other is 
denied public office because he 
can't pay the bills that go with it. 


The framers of American demo- 


cracy never intended it to work out 
this way, and 1953 is a good year 
in which to start setting our Ar- 
kansas house in order.

mack's constitutional proposal fol- 


ji.lows almost exactly a schedule I've 
" "urged several times in this column: 


— doubling the pay of the governor 
and the lawmakers. I don't know 
Mr. Womack. and since he isn't a 
subscriber 
of this paper, living 


over in Ouachila county, it's im- 
probable he ever heard what The 
Star has been talking about. But, 
he's certainly working off the same 
set of official statistics I've been 
studying. 


:;M.For instance, the World Almanac 
'"reports that Mississippi pays her 


governor $15,000 a year, and her 
legislators $2,000 per session. 


Louisiana also pay's $15,000 for 


governor; but her lawmakers draw1 
$20 a day .while in session, plus 10 
cents a mile travel allowance, not 
to exceed eight trips. The absence 
of any fixed salary is a bad fea- 
ture of the Louisiana law, but 
imagine by the time the legisla- 


•. tors have* rigged that $20-a-day 
Sf.feature the penurious taxpayers 


find they haven't saved any money 
regardless. 


In Oklahoma the governor's sal- 


ary is $15,000, and the lawmakers 
are taken care of pretty; Jiberally. 
Legislators draw $15 'a day for the 
75-day session, a total of ?1,125;

Editor Discusses 
Tax Problems 
Wifh Teachers 


A. H. Washburn, editor of the 


Star, 
spoke to members of tho 


Hernpstcad 
County 
Classroom 


Teachers Association in the Junior 
High library last night. 


Mr. Washburn, member of the 


state-wide Joint Tax Revision Com- 
mittee which met in Little Rock 
last November 17 and 29 at the 
invitation of Governor-Elect Fran- 
cis Cherry, told the teachers: 


"It is significant that this cross- 


section group from all sections of 
Arkansas, including property own- 
ers, industrialists, teachers, and 
three men since named to top state 
offices by the incoming governor, 
were unanimous on two recom- 
mendations: 


"1. That the elective system of 


county tax assessors be abolished, 
making the office locally appointive 
instead, and expanding it to No. 1 
importance in the county govern- 
ment. 


"2. Appraise properly at 100 per- 


cent; and at the same time re- 
store the. constitutional limit on 
millage. It was the unanimous 
opinion of the committee that aboli- 
tion of the 18-mill school tax dead- 
line, under Amendment 40, was a 
mistake, and. this action should bo 
reversed. 


"The 
fact is, that despite all 


the golden dreams of shoving the 
local public school burden onto the 
shoulders of the slate, our state 
tax resources are near tho end of 
rope — and the ad valorem pro- 
perty tax, which is specifically re- 
served for the use of local govern- 
ment, is going to have to be made 
really effective. 


"The school forces h'ave it in 


their power to bring about tho 
necessary reform in local property 
assessments, and it is absolutely 
necessary because the aid that 
local school districts may expect 
from the state government is de- 
clining. Thjs aid has been' coming 
from the 
Revenue 
Stabilization; 


•Act -system set up-in '1945 under 
Governor Ben Laney.
